Ordinance Passed by Board 

Seeks Early Finish 

to Improvement 



An ordinance was passed Tuesday 
evening but will not be published 
until next week by the village board 
calling for a revenue bond issue to 
pay for the new water well, sewer 
and water mains east of the Soo 
line tracks. 

The board provided for a bond 
issue up to $45,000,' but will sell only 
that amount needed to pay for the 
cost of the improvements. 

The bond isue was approved by 
Chapman and Cutler, Chicogo law 
authorities on village financing. 

It involves no increase In taxes 
and the bonds will be paid off from 
revenues on the use of water and 
the sewers. 

The village engineer, David R. 
Miller, will not have the specifics*- j 
tfons ready until the last of -this 
month President James McMillen » 
was informed, but the trustees want-' 
to have the financing taken care 
of corly. 

After the specifications are com- 
pleted, the board will seek bids on 
the construction work. 

The improvement calls for a well 
expected to provide 400 gallons of; 
water a minute, a shelter house; 
and a six Inch pipe from the well 
to the present main at Ida Ave. At 
the same time a sewer will be laid 
from the State line road through 
the village property cost of the rail- 
road tracks and connect with \he 
village sewer system. 

The new well is expected to take 
care of the the growth of the vil- 
lage and the new subdivisions. ■'

Time magazine recently summarized In capsule 
form the primary problems the Elsenhower adminis- 
tration faces. On the subject of governmental effi- 
ciency It said: Government probably is giving the tax- 
payer nowhere near his money's worth. Elsenhower's 
administration is going to hove to chop, prune and re- 
organize," * 

That is about as good n two-sentence description 
of this all-important issue as could be written. We 
have just ended a 20-year period in which the govern- 
ment grew to Incredible proportions, In which it as- 
sumed the responsibility for all manner of activities 
which used to be considered the province of the indi- 
vidual and, local government, and, worst of all, in 
which millions of people were encouraged to look upon 
the federal treasury as the source of endless "free" 
handouts. 

The Eisenhower administration is pledged to dras- 
tically change this suicidal trend. The President is 
opposed to the super-government philosophy which 
•dominated the thinking of his Immediate predecessors. 
Time and time again he has said that It is vitally ne- 
cessary to decentralize government and return local 
problems to local hands. But no President and no 
administration, though it were blessed with the wis- 
dom of Solomon and the resolution of Caesar, could 
accomplish this without the fullest public support and 
understanding. 

That simply means that wo must willingly accept 
government economy when it affects us— not just 
when it affects the other fellow. It means that 
special groups, including chambers or commerce, 
civic organizations, farm organizations, labor organi- 
2a«ions and all the rest, must no longer demand econ- 
omy as a general principle— and then go to Washing- 
ton demanding bigger and better appropriations for 
their particular benefit. It means that we can and 
will have honest, efficient and economical govern- 
ment only if the people sincerely want that kind of 
government and accept the bitter with the sweet. 

Good Value 

An organization which represents thousands of 
retail stores, including both chains and Independents, 



recently conducted a survey to find what represen- 
tative retailers expect their experience to be In the 
Inmmedlatc future. The concensus was that volume 
will increase — due to better salesmanship, better 
assortments, and better, values. 

What makes this Interesting to the public at 
large Is the emphasis on salesmanship, values, and 
variety of goods. In n free competitive economy, 
every merchant who wants to survive must devote 
most of his thought and effort to pleasing, not him- 
self or his colleagues, but the demanding consumer. 
If we feel that one store doesn't give us the right 
kind of service or charges too much, we transfer 
our patronage to another store which does a better 
job of pleasing us. In the cose. of many kinds of 
goods, purchases can be deferred for long periods of 
time or abandoned altogether if we can't find what 
we want at what we consider the right price. . In 
our free economy, the consumer Is king — and every 
retailer must try to "sell us" with nil the Intelligence 
and resources he possesses. 

Competition, In sum, tends to give us more goods 
and better goods, and at fair prices. Typical retail 
business today earns, as profit, only three or four 
cents out of each dollar spent with them— some earn 
as little as one cent. When we walk Into a retail 
store and make a purchase, we get good value.

Tell 'cm to take a 
squint at Mr. Ike and how he is getting three cheers 
for his effort to squeeze out the knick-knacks from 
Govt. — the fummlddles that are wonderful and 
pleasing to the' dames and guys who cat high and 
plentiful as they cruise the land as Govt, .supervis- 
ors and such, but for which we simple and trustful 
taxpayers pick up the check. 

If 48 governors and 10 or 20 thousand mayors 
will calch ori^-are as smart as they look— and if 
they choose to be re-elected, they will stgrt trim- 
ming sail — there is a big blow coming up from the 
starboard. They are courting disaster if they p.ay 
no heed. Fine tooth combs need to be run through 
all proposed budgets — now. 

Lots of Governors and such, who pass the buck 
on high taxes and who say it is all the Federal Govt.'s 
baby — won't have a leg to stand on when Knnsas Ike 
once really gets to bearing down. But there is one 
Gov. that won't be over any barrel — Bracken Lee 
of Utah — he never did lean on the .Potomac treas- 
ury. I doff my new fedora to him.

State Employes Will 
File Loyalty Oath 
Under Pearson Bill 

Introduces a Proposal to 

Change Primary 

Law 



Representative Harvey Pearson 
has introduced several bills into the 
current session of the Illinois Legis- 
lature, nmong them being a bill lo 
force all state, employes to file a 
standard loyalty oath before draw- 
ing pay from the state. Other 
measures which will come up In 
committee for study ore a proposal 
to change Ihe present laws govern- 
ing primnry elections to make it 
unnecessary for a voter lo declare 
for cither party. 

The proposal in this respect i.< 
that a system kindred to the Wis- 
( conatn system be used. Other 
measures backed by Pearson will 
Include a bill to allow county sher- 
iffs to "parole" prisoners, allow- 
ing them to work during the day to 
provide for their families; and a 
measure to extend veterans' aid. 

Pearson's letter to the Antioch 
News is reproduced below In part: 

"To make sure* we have no com- 
munists Dn state payrolls, 1 have 
introduced in the General /iscmbly 
a bill I think will work, without 
injuring the constitutional rights 
of Innocent people. 

"It would require every state of- 
ficial and employe to file a loyalty 
oath BEFORE he could draw any 
pay for working for the tatc of Illi- 
nois. Anyone unwilling to swear 
he is not a communist should not be 
on the state's payroll. Under this 
measure, we could weed out such 
undesirables, but. without witch- 
hunting. 

"The onth slates that the person 
is 'not affiliated with any commun- 
ist organizalon or communist-front 
organization as determined by the 
Subversive Activities Contol board 
of the federal government.' A 
House committee will study the 
bill."

Milk Producers May 
Adopt Bulk Pick-up 

Bulk farm tnnk puckup, ««* 
lulinnnry new method of handling 
milk, will be discussed at n dairy- 
man's luncheon meeting Tucsdo). 
March 10. in the American Legion 
hall, Grayslflke. 

Boy Nicholas, Grayslnke, Lake 
countv farm adviser has announced 
that three angles of the tnnk plcK- 
up method will he analyzed by 
three separate speakers: Dr. Gor- 
don Klclmnn, Assistnnt in Agrlcu i - 
turul Economics. University of Illi- 
nois, will represent the University 
oMlllnuls. Paul W. Schershel of 
the Pure Milk Association, and the 
third speaker will he a representa- 
tive of n dairy equipment company. 

The tank pickup service, which 
has already gone Into widespread 
use on the east and west coasts, 
eliminates the familiar big milk 
can long used by farmers to deliver 
milk In processors. 

Under the new method, a tank 
truck picks up the milk direct from 
each dairyman producer. Instead 
of being placed in cans by the farm- 
er, milk is placed In a sanitary bulk 
cooler. When the tank truck ar- 
rives, a sterile equipment siphons 
the milk into ' the tank. People 
favoring this system of handling 
milk praise it as a saver of some 
of the manual labor or delivery - and 
as a safer, more sanitary way of 
handling milk for the consumer.

A: The virus or cholera Is extreme- 
ly contagious end one -of the most 
deadly' of all in the field of swine" 
diseases. .

-ways. It may be 
spread by con. 
laminated feed 
b « g s, garbage, 
wagon and truck wheels, or on the 
shoes of visitors. Even biting, flics 
may spread ft. 

Q: What are the symptoms ml 
cholera.?. 

. . A: Usually It strikes without warn- 
ing. -Pigs lose their appetites, keep to 
themselves, "become weak and de- 
pressed, gel wobbly on their feet, and 
may scour. There Is no cure. Sick 
pigs usually die. within 4 to 7 days. 
Very, few, if any recover. 

Q: What can the farmer do to pre- 
vent , cholera losses? 
" A: Vaccination In advance Is the 
only preventive. Pigs should be vac- 
cinated around weaning time. O tly 
healthy pigs should be vaccinated, so 
a general physical check-up by a vet- 
erinarian la always recommended be- 
fore vaccination. 

Q; Are there 
any other v pre- 
cautions? 

A: Yes. Vacci- 
nated pigs should 
be kept In clean 
quarters and 
isnges sway from old yards. Pigs 
should be watched so that they do 
not pile up or overcrowd at night 
Ample drinking water and shade 
should be provided In hot weather.

jointly and taking advantage of the 
split-income computation. Unmar- 
ried persons quallfied"for the "Head 
of Household" tax rate when they 
meet the statutory requirements as 
outlined on page 4 of the official 
instructions accompanying Formt 
1940. 

Taxpayers claiming the benefit of 
"Head of Household" status should 
not use Form 1040A bus should file 
on Form 1040. 



The* use of the special rates by 
taxpayers not entitled to the status 
of "Heads of Household" results in 
errors entoiling costly correction 
procedures, Director Sauber said.

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Your Income Tax 



By Ernest J. Sauber 
Director of Internal Revenue 
First District of Illinois 
Nontaxable Income 
Certain items of income are spe- 
cifically exempted by federal laws 
and regulations and are not subject 
to federal tax. A brief discussion 
of some of these items will prove 
helpful in the preparation of your 
1952 income tax return. 
Some of the non-taxable items 

are: 

Railroad Retirement Act bene- 
fits, Workman's Compensation and 
Unemployed Compensation, Social 
Security and Old Age benefits and 
amounts received under a life in- 
surance contract, paid by reason 
of the death of the insured. 
Dividends 

The dividends which you receive 
on your mutual life insurance pol- 
icy are not taxable income, but 
merely represent a reduction of the 
cost of your protection by the com- 
pany, whether you accept the cash 
or allow the dividends to remain 
with the company to purchase ad- 
ditional insurance. 

If your endowment policy has 
matured and the amount of money 
you receive is greater than the cost 
to you, you must report as taxable 
income the .excess of the amount 
you receive over the cost. But, if 
you receive proceeds of a life in- 
surance policy upon the death of 
an insured person, you do not re- 
port this money as income. 
Interest 

Interest from $5,000.00 of princi- 
pal of federal bonds issued before 
March 1, 1941, is exempt from fed- 
eral tax. , . 

Interest received from munici- 
pal bonds or from county or state 
issues is tax exempt, but you can- 



not deduct the interest you pay on 
money you borrow to buy such 
bonds. 

Employer Benefits « 
The 1951 Revenue Act for taxable 
years beginning after 1950, exempts 
from tax, death benefits not in ex- 
cess of $5,000 paid to beneficiaries 
of an employee by the employer on 
account of the death of the employe. 
This exemption from tax is made 
possible by a pre-existing contract 
legally obligating the employer to 
make such payment. However, 
where the employer holds such pay- 
ments under an agreement to pay 
interest thereon, the interest pay- 
ments are includible in gross in- 
come. 

Damages and Gifts 
Damages paid to you for personal 
injury are not taxable nor are the 
insurance benefits you receive while 
sick. It is important to remember 
that any hospitalization reimburse- 
ment or health and accident bene- 
fits you receive must be deducted 
from the allowable medical bills. 

Gifts are excludible from gross 
income even though the income 
from a gift is taxable. Tips ore not 
gifts and are, therefore, taxable in- 
come. 

The value of property acquired 
by devise, bequest or inheritance is 
excluded from gross income, but the 
income derived from such inherited 
property is not exempt.
